UN Rear Guard Forces Overwhelmed by Chinese Armies 


Ruins 


Now in Hands 
Of Red Hordes 


Gateway City to 
South Is Captured 


Tokyo, 
Jan. 
8—(AP)—Allied 


'e'arguard forces yielded the ruins 
of Wonju to an overwhelming 
horde of Chinese and North Kore- 
an Reds today after a bitter hold- 
ing action that brought precious 
time. 


Red troops entered the burning 


toad and rail center as UN forces 
withdrew to new positions. 


Bid for Time 


The allies had fought fiercely for 


Jpie city, 55 miles southeast of 
Seoul, to buy time for the main 
body of UN forces to retreat 
southwestward from Seoul on the 
road leading to the southeast Port 
of Pusan. 


AP Correspondent Tom Lambert 


reported in a delayed dispatch that 
the main forces Sunday had pulled 
back south of Osan, 28 air miles 
south of Seoul. 
» That's 50 miles southwest of 
Wonju and on the main foute 
from the burned and abandoned 
South Korean capital to Taejon 
and Pusan. It was at Osan that 
the first American soldier to fight 
in the Korean war was killed last 
July. 


Is Gateway City 


Wonju's defenders battled Sat- 


urday, Sunday and Sunday night 
to 
keep the Red hordes from 


Creeping into the gateway city to 
the heart of South Korea. A web 
of roatfs-lead from Wonju into the 
interior. 


Held at bay by the grim defend- 


ers were seven Chinese armies, 
possibly 210,000 men, and their Ko- 
rean Red comrades. 


Then the defenders abandoned 


the town and its airstrip. Allied 
warplanes strafed and fire-bombed 
Wonju after the withdrawal. An 
Ammunition train was blown up. 


U. S. Eighth Army headquar- 


ters said allied casualties were 
light during the holding action. 
Headquarters said fighting con- 
tinued in the Wonju area, east and 
West of the city. 


One battalion counterattacked 


Monday morning, but pulled back 
after a brief fight Planes attack- 
ed Reds on ridges on Wonju's 
JJanks. 


The allied rearguard still was 


fighting desperately to block the 
Reds from a southward sweep that 
would menace the main body of 
UN troops. 


Ked Losses Heavy 


MacArthur's s u m m a r y said 


heavy casualties were inflicted on 
the Reds. It reported allied troops

Premier Rene Pleven 
and Foreign Minister Robert Schu- 
man early today, and then went 
to the defense ministry to get 
down to work. 


Sees Moch First 


Defense Minister Jules Moch re- 


ceived him privately first, then 
convened a session of his highest 
ranking officers and chiefs of 
staffs. 


Eisenhower made his tour today 


with only his chief strategist, Lt. 
Gen. Alfred M. Gruenther, and two 
aides. 


At each ministry the five-star 


general paused and flashed his 
famous ear-to-ear "Ike" grin for 
photographers. 


His meeting at the defense min- 


istry was expected to last well in- 
to the afternoon. 
Moch was ex- 


pected to tell him three French di- 
visions, now in Germany, are at 
his disposal. Similar pledges have 
been made by the United States, 
Britain, Italy, Belgium, Canada 
and other countries.

Congress Listens to 
State of Union Talk 


Washington. 
Jan. 
8—(AP) — 


'resident Truman said today Rus- 
sia's leaders are out "to take over 
the world, step by step" and warn- 
ed: "We will fight, if fight wo 
must, to keep our freedom and to 
prevent justice from being de- 
stroyed." 


In a personally delivered "State 


of the Union" message to congress, 
Truman 
said, too, the United 


States is "willing, as we have al- 
ways been, to negotiate honorable 
settlements with the Soviet Un- 
on." 


"But we will not engage in ap- 


peasement." 


Defense of Policy 


Truman's 3,500-word message 


was first of all a defense of his 
foreign policy which is geared to 
:he idea of building American and 
western European strength to tha 
point where Russia will respect it. 


It was second a general outline 


of what has been done so far in 
the way of military mobilization 
and a broad sketching of what is 
to come. 


"We are preparing for full war- 


time mobilization, if that should 
become necessary," Truman said. 


As part of that preparation, the 


president said he wants changes 
in the draft law, higher taxes, 
greater wage-price control power*, 
"improvement" of labor and farm 
laws, aid to education, and federal 
aid for training medical men and 
women. 


He emphasized the possible long 


range nature of the present tra 
of tension and told the legislators 
they should give continued atten- 
tion to "the measures which our 
country will need for the long" 
pull." He continued: 


Asks Socialized Medicine 


"To take just one example—we 


need to continue and complete the 
work of rounding out our system 
of social insurance. We still need 
to improve our protection against 
unemployment and old age. We 
still need to provide insurance 
against loss of earnings through 
sickness, and against the high 
costs of modern medical care." 


Replying, in effect, to recent de- 


mand by former President Herbert 
Hoover and Republican Senator 
Robert A. Taft that this country 
limit its military aid to western 
Europe, the president declared 
America's national security is too 
deeply involved to allow any with- 
drawal of help. 


"Our national security," he said, 


"would be gravely prejudiced if 
the Soviet Union were to succeed 
in harnessing to its war machine 
the resources and the manpower 
of the free nations on the borders 
of its empire." 


In his report on mobilization ef- 


forts, the president said American 
industry must be made capable of 
producing 50,000 planes and 35,000 
tanks a year. 
But he said he 


hoped there would never be any 
necessity to produce that many.

Associated Press shows that of the 
304 traffic fatalities for the period, 
definite causes were given for 186.

The big- semi-circular room on 
Whe'first floor of the Hotel Astoria, 
which the general will use as his 
personal office, overlooks one of 
the moat famous sites in the city 
he helped liberate—also as an 
Allied commander—six ears ago. 


Although the balconied, six- 


•tory hotel will serve only as tem- 
porary headquarters for SHAPE 
it underwent a complete over- 
hauling before Eisenhower's ar- 
rival. 
W Once rated among the leading 
hotels of Paris, its luxury had 
been tarnished by Army use dur- 
ing World War n. Painters and 
decorators went to work on round- 
the-clock shifts just before Christ- 
mas: a delicate beige wall-to-wall 
carpet was put. down in Eisen- 
hower's office, and furniture was 
moved in from the French gov- 
ernment's Garde Meuble National 
j^-th« National Furniture Store- 
room-.

The •toreroom includes a vast 


collection of historical furniture, 
priceless antiques, and modern 
pieces. Exactly what went into the 
general's office, however, is some- 
thing of a military secret. No out- 
sider is allowed to peek inside, or 
even tarry anywhere on the first 
floor of the Astoria. 


Although it is on the edge of the 


Place de 1'Etoile, one of the not- 
able landmarks of Paris, the hotel 
has been out of bounds for tourists 
for a long time. It was built with 
German capital around 1906, be- 
came an Army hospital in World 
War I. -p'as occupied by tile Ger- 
mans in World War H until Paris 
was liberated, and has quartered 
U. S. Army units ever since. 


Now it is more impregnable

Eastham. Mass.—When Janves 


Leach goes to the dogs, he goes by 
air. Also when he goes to the cows. 


That's because Leach is a flying 


veterinarian. Dividing his prac- 
tice between his own farm-hospital 
here and the island of Nantucket, 
off the Massachusetts coast. Leach 
travels in a light airplane. 


At least once a week, he takes 


off from the bay in his pontoon- 
equipped plane for his Nantucket 
patients. He averages about 20 to 
25 calls on the island, then flies 
back. 


The 40-year-old Pennsylvania 


native worked witTi K-9 dogs dur- 
ing the. war. as a Coast Guards- 
man. He had taken his %-eterinary 
degree at Vi llanova in 1943. 


After the war, continuing his 


interest in animals, he shepherded 
587 cows and 36.000 chickens on a 
ship bound for Poland. The cargo 
\vas part of an UNRRA shipment. 
When the vessel docked, there 
were 597 head of cattle, but only 
26.000 chickens. 


"You really haven't lived," says 


Leach, "until you've delivered a 
cow of a calf in a hot. smelly 
stable below the waterline of a 
Victory ship."

.settled down as a practicing vet- 
erinarian. He took up flying as a 
hobby first, then studied it seri- 
ously under the GI bill when he 
realized his vocation and avocation 
could work together.

U. S. Ace in Hole Is Industry 


The nation's leaders and most responsible observers have 


been worrying a great deal lately about where America would 
stand if all Europe fell into Russia's hands. Especial stress 
has been laid on the danger of letting the Communists grab 
the huge European industrial potential 


The worry is well grounded. Our peril would be multi- 


plied many times should Europe come under Soviet control. 
But in our emphasis on the grave risk, we must not assume 
that in such an event our cause would be hopeless. There 
is no need to adopt a defeatist attitude. 


Russia already has an overwhelming superiority in num- 


bers of men. With Europe in tow, it would add greatly both 
to its material resources and its industrial capacity. Yet 
there's another side to the story. 


The United States has the greatest rate of productivity 


—production per man-hour—of any nation in the world. Dur- 
ing World War n, our man-hour output was three times 
that of either Germany and Japan combined, or Britain and 
Russia together. 


Furthermore, and this fact has been carefully docu- 


mented by. economists who studied World War 1J, this coun- 
try actually turned out more munitions of war in the peak 
year 1944 than Germany, Japan, Russia and Britain together. 
In other words, we out-produced both the 'enemy and our two 
principal allies. 


And we did it while still allowing production for civilian 


purposes to rise above pre-war levels. 


Today, of course, our position in this field is stronger 


than ever. Our productivity has risen considerably since the 
war. More than that, we have spent 83 billions on industrial 
expansion and are planning to spend another 22 billion in 
1951. America's capacity to produce is thus far beyond 1944. 


You might; therefore, fairly ask: If we out-produced all 


the chief warring powers in 1944 and are better off today, 
why worry about what happens in Europe? 


Sticking strictly to economics and ignoring the several 


vital political and military reasons why Europe should be 
held, here's what we have to face: 


In terms of natural resources, the raw stuff of industrial 


output, we are not the country we were in 1944, or 20 years 
ago. Now we import almost half our copper and rely heavily 
on foreign sources of aluminum. The prime source of our 
iron ore for decades has been the Mesabi Range in Minne- 
sota; but a top steel official said while World War n still 
raged that "this is the last war which will be fought off the 
Mesabi." High-grade supplies have dwindled sharply. 


A Russia in possession of Europe would outflank Africa 


and the Near East, with their vital copper, uranium (for 
the A-bomb), and oil. The Soviet leaders undoubtedly would 
seek to strangle us by cutting off as much outside trade as 
possible. 
If it came to war, Russian submarines would 


menace or slash our sea lanes to vital materials we now get 
from South America. 


At great expenditure in money and men, we could de- 


velop low-grade iron ore and aluminum and other materials 
to offset this handicap to some extent. But that effort 
would cut seriously into our vaunted productivity. Our great 
World War n record was made with the help of friendly 
countries who could assure us most of the materials we 
needed. Without such aid, wejnight be hard-pressed to 


bring our great producing talents into full use. 


To lose this edge would perhaps throw us into a long 


stalemate with a Sovietized outside world, compelling us to 
organize into a garrison state. We have no guarantee we 
would emerge on top when this situation finally ended. But, 
on the other hand, we don't have to assume we'd be sunk 
for sure. Our industrial know-how, even with heavy handi- 
caps, is unmatched anywhere. It is our great reliance.

If Child Breaks Out With Impetigo, 
Try to Find Out Where He Caught? It

All of the questions published 


today deal with various kinds of 
skin troubles. I am sorry that 
space makes it impossible to an- 
swer all of the letters I have re- 
ceived on that subject. 


Q—I have six small children and 


each year or oftener they break 
out with impetigo. They all get it 
in spite of precautions. What 
causes this?

A—Impetigo is a true infection 


of the skin. It is caused by a germ 
called a staphylocoocus and the 
condition is highly contagious. 
Your children must catch it from 
someone else—try to find out 
where.

Q—Can the 
development of 


miniature-like moles be checked? 
They seem to spread rapidly. 
Could it be from a deficiency in 
the diet?

A—The moles can be destroyed 


by heat—the diathermy needle- 
but it is hard to suggest a method 
of checking their spread. Dietary 
deficiency almost certainly has 
nothing to do with them.

Q—Little veins are breaking in 


my legs and they look like a spider 


web. Can anything be done?

A—This is probably a condition 


that is known technically as spider 
nevus. It Is possible that it can be 
treated by X-ray, but you 'will 
need expert advice on this.

A—Are the spots dark or light? 


If dark they are probably moles; 
if light they may be leukoderma. 
What can be done for them de- 
pends on what they are.

A—There are several possible 


causes, with ringworm the most 
likely. It would be wise to have the 
skin examined and perhaps scrap- 
ings made so that the exact nature 
of the trouble can be identified.

use for a dry skin?

A—Assuming that the dry skin 


is not caused by too much soap, a 
low basal metabolism, or some 
other definite cause, about all that 
can be suggested Im the use of a 
suitable cold cream or oil on the 
skin. Less fequent bathing, par- 
ticularly in winter, may help. Also 
the use of a chemical detergent 
other than soap may prove help-

Forced Into Unions 


The draft act was intended only 


to recruit men for the armed 
forces. 
But, by this trick, it 


was used to dragoon citizens into 
the unions because those who 
were ruled out of "unessential" 
occupations had to join unions or 
join the army. Naturally, most 
of them joined the unions. The 
price in money was little enough 
to pay for draft-exemption and, 
anyway, the "government" paid 
it in "overtime." 


This process was lower than 


any but a few of us realized. 
Without a critical emergency and 
by means of an artificial shortage 
of labor which was non-existent 
even in spite of the strikes, the 
state was 
putting 
its 
dirty 


clutches on the people. One of 
our complaints in the Declaration 
of Independence had been that 
the king had quartered his soldiers 
in the homes of the colonists^ The 
personal, social, moral implica- 
tions of this custom had escaped 
most of us. But Hopkins knew 
what he was up to when he pro- 
posed that the state adopt the 
same practice with civilian labor- 
ers. 
This article expressed his 


moral attitude and Roosevelt's. 
The state was power. The peo- 
ple had no rights that the state 
was pleased to deny them. 
It 


was of Hitlerism and of Commu- 
nism. And it was of Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes, the 
grand 


osopher of all that cult 
called themselves "liberals," who 
held that man had no rights 
at all. 


The most helpful single eco- 


nomic measure that we could 
adopt would be the absolute abo- 
lition of the power of unions to 
impose "overtime" rates of pay 
not only in war works but In all 
private jobs. That power was a 
gift which Roosevelt granted 
the union racketeers for an 
terior purpose. The abolition of 
"overtime" would save many bil- 
lions a year of excess costs 
based on the wasteful fiction that 
an hour's work by a given Indi- 
vidual beyond the 35th or 40th 
hour in a given week is worth 
more than an hour's work with- 
in those limits and between 9 and 
5, daylight, and between Monday 
morning and Friday night, hoU- 
days excepted. The only proper 
feature of value ia quality aad 
quantity of production considered 
together. This is not a feasible 
way, however, in m,asg production, 
which degrades the best to the 
level of the least. So the alterna- 
tive is to hit upon a straight-time 
j>ay and stick to it for all shifts 
on all working days and night*.

JACOBY ON 
Be Charitable to Gain Pile

"I play in a very uneven game," 


comments a Los Angeles 
fan. 


"There are just three of us—my- 
self, my son. and my daughter, 
I am the best player of this trio, 
my son is next best, and daughter 
is a poor third. (She's the best 
bridge player of the family, but 
that's another story.) 


"Whenever daughter sits at my 


right, I win the game. She's sure 
to make a bad discard sooner or 
later, and I gather in a nice dis- 
card pile. 
The reverse is true 


when she sits at my left. 
Then 


she always gives the pack away 
to my son, and I'm lefl high and 
dry. 


"What can I do to win when 


I'm in the unfavorable position?" 


Surprisingly enough, you can do 


quite a bit. Of course, it's always 
better to have the weak player at 
your right, but you can protect 
yourself even when she's in the 
other seat. 


The important point is to be 


mildly generous. 
Give away a 


small discard pile from time to 
time. 
Do it regularly and de- 


liberately. 


If you play a very tight game, 


the player at your left gets into 
trouble. 
Sooner or later, she ia 


bound to give the pack away. If 
you keep giving her small discard 
piles, .she will have enough cards 
in her hand to make safe discards. 


When the player at your left can 


discard safely, the plaver at vour 
right eventually begins to feel the 


pinch. He can get nothing useful 
from the pack, and eventually he 
may have to make a dangerous 
discard. 


That is when you reap vour i^| 


ward. 
You are not generous to 


the player at your left for sweet 
chanty's sake. You have always 
had in mind the eventual squeezing 
of your right-hand opponent. 
« 
* * 


When giving a pile away, you 


are always most eager to get 
black threes into the hand at vour 
left 
They won't help that oppo- 


nent offensively but they will pro- 
vide absolutely safe discards, 
pt 


Of course, you must provide a 


little sugar coating from time to 
time to make sure the pile is 
picked up. But it isn't too hard 
to find out what is useful to that 
opponent, and it won't do you 
much harm to help her plans along 
provided you don't go so far as to 
give her natural canastas. 
• 


If you help the left-hand oppo- 


nent too much, there will be no 
sizable piles to pick up yours^il 
The plan must therefore he fol- 
lowed with a certain amount of 
moderation. The important thing 
to remember is that "you can't win 
by playing too tight a game.

Expect Higher Taxes to 
Foot $75 Billion Budget

Businessmen are anxiously watch- 
ing congress today. They are wait- 
ing to see how much more in taxes 
it will seek to raise, what kind of 
taxes it will levy, and who will be 
called upon to pay them. 


Will the major blow fall on busi- 


ness, through higher corporate in- 
come tax rates and stiffer excess 
profit levies? Will it fall on the 
individuftl, through higher income 
tax deductions from the pay- 
check? Or will it fall on everyone, 
through greatly widened sales, or 
excise, taxes on goods bought at 
the store? 


May Ask $10 Billion 


Few believe that congress will 


try to pay all of the increased cost 
of rearmament out of new taxes. 
One guess here is that Americans 
will be asked to pay $10 billion more 
in taxes next year, and that the 
U. S. treasury will borrow an equal 
sum to meet the mounting deficit. 


Some see the budget next year 


rising to $75 billion. But some, 
looking at what the defense de- 
partment is likely to ask for re- 
arming America and Europe, think 
before congress adjourns it will 
have been asked to appropriate 
$90 billion. 


For this fiscal year congress 


voted just under $70 billion, al- 
though actual spending will run 
to around $47 billion. The treas- 
ury is expected to collect around 
$44 billion this year.

Europe a Clay Pigeon If 
Reds Strike This Spring 


By JAMES MARLOW 


Washington, Jan. 8— (AP)—Will 


the Russians attack this spring? 


It's a nice question- But it 


seems to have been lost in the 
uproar over the big foreign policy 
debate. 


The debate, if it could be boiled 


down to a few simple questions, 
would go like this: 


1. Should we refuse to send any 


troops to Europe until Europe has 
enough troops of its own to defend 
itself ? 


(Western Europe wouldn't have 


enough time between now and 
spring to build such a force.) 


Alight Send Some 


2. Should we send some troops 


to Europe but not before there is 
"Iron-clad evidence that western 
Europe will go all-out in building 
defense ? 


CEven if Europe gives such evi- 


-dence, it can hardly assemble by 
spring a land force big enough to 
stop the Russians if they start.) 


3. Should we go ahead with 


plans for sending troops to Europe, 
acting in the belief it will most 
earnestly begin building defenses? 


(By spring this country couldn't 


pour any vast number of troops 
into Europe, no matter what the 
plans might call for eventually.) 


It probably would be a couple 


of years before this country and 
Europe together could put enough 
troops in uniform to stop Russia. 


Please Wait, Joe 


It would be nice of the Russians, 


of course, if they waited until 
western Europe's defenses were so 
built up Russia 
wouldn't dare 


attack. 


Maybe 
Russia 
has 
different 


ideas. 
Wfstern Europe is weak 


now and the Russians have about 
4.000.000 men under anr>a and 
might be able to throw another 
4.000.000 into uniform in 90 days 
after war started. 


Since there's no public knowl- 


edge of what the Russians are 
thinking-, it's possible they won't 
be ready to attack by spring or, 
if they did, are afraid of what 
this country's atom bombs might 
do to them. 


It :sn't positive, of course, that 


the Russians intend to start a 
shooting war in western Europe at 
all, for if the allies fall out among 


themselves Russia might be able 
to take over without a shot 


Taft Not Convinced 


Senator Taft isn't convinced the 


Russians want 
to attack 
the 


United States. He said in a speech 
last Friday: "I do not myself see 
any conclusive evidence." 


Whether 
President 
Truman 


thinks the Russians will start 
war by spring, isn't known, or 
rather he hasn't said anything 
about it publicly. But this coun- 
try's defense plans don't seem to 
be built around the expectation of 
an outbreak in the spring. 
' 


Anyway, if the Russians decide 


to move in the spring, the opposi- 
tion on the ground won't be much; 
tlje western European 
nations 


won't have enough troops by then, 
and this country 
won't 
have 


enough there for there's been 
nothing to indicate it intended to 
provide all the troops necessary 
to stop the Russians.

Navy Checks 
On Reserves; 
Change Rules 
~ 
«. 


Washington — The Pentagon has 


recently issued the following reg- 
ulations, calls to duty and changes 
in rules which affect reservists 
and persons interested in active 
duty with the armed services: 


This time most of them come 


fiom the Xa% y. Xo naval reserv- 
ist may leave the country for more 
than 30 days without getting- per- 
mission from the commander of 
his reserve district or group. When 
abroad the reservist must report 
to the nearest naval attache or 
senior officer in the vicinity. And 
when he returns he must notify 
immediately the officer who gave 
him permission to leave. 


This new rule does not apply to 


airline employes or employes on 
merchant vessels whose business 
normally takes them out of the 
country. 


During January,' February and 


March, approximately 7500 enlist- 
ed men in .the naval rseerve will 
get calls for extended active duty. 
They will have to report in April, 
May and June and will be in the 
category of seamen and seamen 
apprentices who have served on 
active duty for at least six months 
as seamen, hospitalmen and stew- 
ardsmen. 


Also to be called during these 


months will be some reserve sea- 
men recruits and seamen with less 
than six months active duty. 
* 
* » 


All naval reservists in this or 


other categories who get calls to 
active duty, but who plan to ask 
for a delay in reporting, must 
make such application within 48 
hours after they get their orders. 
If the delay is not granted and 
an appeal is made, it, too, must 
be made immediately. No request 
for delay will be considered if it 
is made in anticipation of a call 
to active duty, before the notice 
to report is actually received. 


The Air National Guard is now 


offering commissions to 
certain 


civilians, and enlisted members of 
the Guard. Doctors, dentists, vet- 
erinarians, specialists 
in 
some 


fields of armaments, and men with 
experience in communications can 
qualify for various officer ranks 
depending upon experience in these 
fields. 
And enlisted Guardsmen 


who have had two or more years 
of college since joining "can now 
qualify for direct commissions as 
second 
lieutenants. 
There 
are 


quotas on this opportunity and 
other qualifications. 


The Air Force has also opened 


up 
enlistments 
in all 
grades 


through master sergeant to all 
prior service men- and 
civilians 


with special experiences. The en- 
trance grade will be determined 
by a personal interview at re- 
cruiting stations and an evalua- 
tion of an application form.
